We have not had any response yet from contacting Channel 2 News or 
the Anchorage Daily News. Today I will contact the local newspaper, the 
Eagle River Star. 

To clarify our concerns: 

1) Notify the area people so further incidents with dogs OR people can be 
avoided . 

2) If this is not an isolated incident, why the public has not been 
informed. 

3) Why doesn't ADF&G at least have the courtesy of a return phone call on a 
matter that concerns public safety? 

It is unfortunate that if there is any public notification, it will have 

taken nearly a week. We hope there has not been additional incidents in

this time. With no change in weather patterns and no preventative measures, 
these animals will get hungry again and repeat their actions. Will their 
next trip be to someones backyard or one of several churches, all within a 
mile?

Dear Ms. Palin, 

Tragedy struck our family this past Wednesday evening as what appears to 
be a large wolf took our pet dog from Artillary Road near Eagle River on 
Fort Richardson. The next morning we tracked the animal(s) and found 
a few remains about a mile from the core of Eagle River. This attack 
was about 30 feet from my wife. 

We really wanted our loss to become others warning as to this danger 
that is so close. Several calls were made to the Anchorage and Fort 
Richardson ADFG offices in the early morning and again in the afternoon, 
but as of Thursday evening none of them have been returned. The 
overriding concern is the question of how important is the public safety 
to these people? One of the clerks responded that wolf attaclts on dogs 
are fairly common! I don't recall any in the Municipality of Anchorage 
in the past 10 years, so are there facts regarding other attacks in the 
MOA that are not being given to the public? There are many children and 
other dogs in our community that are the sama size as our 36 pound dog. 

We ask you to have someone check with ADFG to see if this incident is 
"common*' around the MOA, and why no one has responded to our messages. 
The public deserves to know the freguency and location of these types of 
incidents so they can avoid them. This should have been actively 
investigated to determine the type, number, and health of the attacking 
animal before precious evidence is los t. 

Thank you for the opportunity to address my concerns. I hope and pray 
for the safety of our people, and their pets.
